Meeting here to 
consider 
the 
critical political situation growing 
out of the assassination at Mar­ 
seille of King Alexander of Yugo­ 
slavia and to seek ways of extend­ 
ing their alliance throughout the 
Balkans, the south European states­ 
men decided to protest alleged ex­ 
istence of terrorist camps in Hun­ 
gary. 


Register Joint Protest 


They will charge, it is under­ 
stood, that Hungary, despite its 
claims to the contrary, lias taken 
no steps to disband the groups of 
political terrorists they assert have 
found shelter within her bound­ 
aries. 


(French authorities have charged 
that the band of Croat terrorists 
they say plotted the Marseille mur­ 
ders had its headquarters at the 
Janka Pusztn. farm just over the 
Yugoslav border in Hungary, but 
tills 
Hungarian 
statesmen 
have 
flatly denied ') 


The decision of the little entente 
members—Yugoslavia, Rumania and 
Czechoslovakia - ,to register joint 
protest served td emphasize their 
recent agreement to act together 
In matters of foreign policy. 


While Yugoslavia’s child King 
Peter gave his toys to his younger 
brothers to take over his duties of 
state, giving hope to Croats and 
Slovenes that the new liberal re­ 
gime might ultimately grant them 
autonomy, 
the 
entente’s 
foreign 
ministers considered adding Bul­ 
garia to their political partnership. 


A solid block of southern Euro­ 
pean powers would thus be formed 
to oppose any European aggression, 
but it was understood the little 
entente also would seek to tie Tur­ 
key and Greece in with their al­ 
liance. 


This could be done, it was pointed 
out. through Bulgaria's adherence 
to the Balkan peace pact. 


Signatories of that treaty also 
met lu re today, and it was believed 
efforts were made to 
have 
the 
four—'Yugoslavia, Rumania, Turkey 
and Greece—agree to act jointly in 
all cases where they were menaced. 


Strengthen Alliance 


A spokesman for the little en­ 
tente told the Associated Press to­ 
night: 


“Those who thought that by mur­ 
dering Alexander they would weak­ 
en Yugoslavia and porhaps bring 
about its disruption will discover 
that the reaction to the king's as­ 
sassination has been to strengthen 
the little entente and the Balkan 
pact states, and bring France and 
Great Britain to tho aid of little 
states In distress. 


"While the official communique 
(issued after the meeting of the 
entente) does not state definitely, 
that these measures (decision to 
nrotest) were taken. I can toll you 
that we discussed the terrible dan­ 
ger that terrorism is to internal 
peace and decided to appeal to all 
nations to suppress it.” 


Despite the entente’s plans to 
protest 10 Hungary, it was learned 
no vigorous representations will be 
made. Nor was any decision taken 
aB to Italy’s alleged responsibility 
for sheltering terrorists.

VON KLUCK OF 
GERMANY DIES 


Commanded Army That 
Swept Through Bel­ 
gium During War 


Berlin, Oct. 19 (/Pj - General Alex­ 
ander Von Kluck, commander of 
tho 
German army that s w e p t 
through Belgium and threatened 
Paris in the early months of the 
World war, died at his homo here 
today. 


He was 88 years old, and had 
been retired from active army serv­ 
ice since 1916 when he gave up his 
command because of a shrapnel 
wound. 


His son Karl Egon died lighting 
in 1915 and his only grandchild, 
Alexandra, an actress, was fatally 
injured in an automobile accident 
in France last March, 


The future field marshal entered 
the Prussian army as a youth of 20 
and took part in the Austro-Prus- 
sian war of J866 and the Franco- 
Prussiau war of 1870. He was rap­ 
idly promoted for his outstanding 
miltiary ability, and in 1909 per­ 
mitted to add the “Von" to his 
name as a sign of noble rank. 


Wounded in Service 


In 1914 ho was 68, and almost 
ready for retirement as war broke 
out. 
Placed in command of the 
first German army of the west, Von 
Kluck quickly took Brussels on 
August 20 and then proceeded “on 
to Paris." 


Headlines were built around Von 
Kluck’s name in those days. 
In a 
series of quick and decisive battles, 
ho sent tlie British and French into 
retreat from Jemappes, Framerii««, 
Wlons and San Quentin. But as his 
force.*; began to envelop the French 
capital resistance became more ob­ 
durate and Von Kluck was obliged 
to turn aside and assist the second 
German a rm y of General Von liue- 
low. 


After the battle of the Marne had 
put an end to this phase of the 
campaign, Von Kluck’s army re­ 
tired to the Aisne. 
There he re­ 
ceived serious wounds from shrap­ 
nel fire when he recklessly exposecj 
himself during an inspection of ad­ 
vance positions. 


Since his retirement, the general 
lived nuietly in a Berlin ‘suburb. 
He celebrated his golden wedding 
in 1924 and his 85th birthday on 
May 20, 1.931, when loads of flower?

No. 1 of the Hunterdon county 
jail. 


Guarded by New Jersey state 
policemen, he was rushed In an 
automobile from the Bronx jail, 
across the Hudson river to this 
Jersey country town. 


Crowds of 
curious 
townsfolk, 
who gathered 
about the 
court­ 
house and adjoining jail fully an 
hour beforo his arrival, had only 
a quick glimpse at the prisoner 
as, handcuffed to an officer, he 
was hurried into the Avardon's of­ 
fice. 


Without ceremony, he was led

bewildered figure.

O.. who has worked out 
estimates for this country for the 
next half century, aided by his 
associate. Prof. P. K. Whelpton. 


The virtual revolution . which 
many scientists see as springing

cent of the population 65 or old­ 
er. but may be a different thing 
In I960, when the proportion ov­ 
er 65 will be almost 
twice 
as 
liirgo. 


Moreover, employment policies 
practicable when only 
a 
little 
more than a sixth of the popula­ 
tion was 45-64. as In 1930, may 
not be equally satisfactory when 
more than one-fourth of tho pop­ 
ulation is of this age, as will bo 
the caso between 1960 and 1970. 


As this group becomes larger, 
the practice of many industrial 
concerns in discarding 
men 
at 
the age of 40 or 45 may work In­ 
creasing hardship. 


Deiiendenee Would Rise 


"The Increase of the aged will 
certainly result In an Increase of 
the dependent aged unless there 
Is expansion of employment op­ 
portunities for 
older 
persons," 
says Dr. Thompson. 


“ Politicully, an increased nutn- 
ber of older persons may explain. 
In part, the growing demand for 
(»Id age pensions and for political 
control of economic processes to 
Insure greater security

necessities of civilized life." 


(lotting back to the declining 
birth rate. Dr. Thompson predicts 
a continuance of the decline, but 
at a somewhat slower rate. Many 
people find it hard 
to 
afford 
babies these days, and the spread 
of birth control 
knowledge 
Is 
playing an jmportant and an In­ 
creasing part. 


Birth C'onti‘ol Spreiidf« - 


"The practice of birth control 
has been most prevalent among 
the better paid classes 
In 
the 
cities, but there is evidence that 
working people are rapidly acquir­ 
ing this practice and that the peo­ 
ple who are going back to 
tho 
country as the result of the de- 
presBion are spreading birth con­ 
trol knowledge in the 
country 
districts on an increasing scale," 
Dr. Thompson states. 


The birth rate in the country 
Is much higher than in the cities, 
but both aro coming down. 
Be­ 
tween 1920 and 1929 tho num ­ 
ber of births per 1000 women In 
the cities dropped from 69 to 59; 
in rural districts In the same pe­ 
riod the decline was from 128 to 
103 births. 


The depression has driven men 
from the cities to the rural dis­ 
tricts. 
For the first lime in our 
history the cities have actually 
lost population while the 
rural 
districts gained. 
Chicago 
alono 
lost 1 17,000 between April, 1930, 
and January, 1934. 


never««» ^lovemeiit On 


How long this reverse 
move­ 
ment will continue will depend 
upon how quickly tho cities can 
again offer Jobs, or relief, to those 
who formerly worked there; also 
upon governmental policies affect- 
itig distribution of population. 


For (‘xample, a large develoj)- 
nient of sulisistence homesteads 
and a number of projects similar 
to the TV A might effect 
large 
changes in location and dlstrlbu- 
ti(»n of people: while the movlnu 
of industry out of congested areas 
is already nhowing scinie results, 
particularly in suburban develop- 
• meat. 


People will go where they can 
find work which will assure them 
of a decent living. 


Despite the general belief

the contrary, the average person

Fifty 
pounds of cotton are put into each 
mattress which is covered with a 
strong blue and white ticking, is 
carefully sewed and tufted.

tury hence, if scientists, 
basing 


their forecasts on the population 
trend, are correct in their views. 


An American., population made 


up of many more old 
persons, 


fewer younger ones, far 
fewer 


babies, a peak in the 
country's 


population by 1950 or 1955, and 
a decline thereafter— 


That is the prediction of Dr. 


Warren S. Thompson, director of 
the Scripps Foundation for Re- 
search in Population Problems, at 
Oxford. O., who has worked out 
estimates for this country for the 
next half century, aided by his 
associate. Prof. P. K. Whelpton. 


The virtual revolution , which 


many scientists see as springing 
from this situation would reach 
into almost every phase of 
the 


nation's life. 


Would Affect .lobs 


It would vitally affect employ- 


ment, in offices, in factories on 
farms. 


It would have far-reaching ef- 


fect on education. 


It would bring old age pensions 


and other security measures to 
the very forefront. 


It would place new stress 
on 


the birth control problem. 


It likely would have great ef- 


fect on the distribution of popu- 
lation as between city and coun- 
try. 


The increase in pop-ilation 
is 


slowing up. says Dr. Thompson. 
causing a drift to the older age 
groups. 
Rate of 
increase 
has 


been dwindling for 
years 
a.nd 


since 1923 the annual increase in 
numbers has fallen steadily and 
rapidly. 


Increase Slowing Down 


"The total increase in popula- 


tion in 1923 was 2.100,000. 
or 


approximately the same increase 
as in 1913," says Dr. Thompson. 
"In 1983, as well as we can figure 
it now, the increase was about 
SOO.OOO and it is estimated that 
the figures for 1934 will show 
about the same. 


"So far as we can judge, these 


latter figures represent the low- 
est annual increases since IS70." 


Between 1776 and 1930, the 


population of the United States 
grew from about 2,500.000 
to 


122.775,046, a gain of 50-fold in 
150 years. 


If present trends continue, the 


population will reach its greatest 
size, approximately 135 
to 
140 


millions, between 1950 and I960 
and then decline to about 130,- 
000,000 in 1980. 


Choose Ix>iv Estimate 


An estimate based on a high- 


er birth rate, a longer 
expecta- 


tion of life, as well as 
consider- 


able net immigration, gives fig- 
ures considerably higher, 
about 


200,000,000. and extends the pe-" 
riod of growth up to about 
the 


year 2000, but Dr. Thompson and 
Professor Whelpton believe the 
actual figures will 
approximate 


the low estimate rather than the 
larger one. 


As evidence that we are becom- 


ing a nation of older people, the 
experts cite these figures: 


Between 1920 and 1930 the 


number of children under 5 years

Older Groups G'ain 


Between 1920 and 1930 the 


number of persons between the 
ages of 45 and 64 increased one- 
fourth and the number of persons 
between the ages of 65 and 74 
increased 
one-third; 
between 


1930 and 1940 their rate of in- 
crease will be about the same. 


Thus persons 45-04 and 65 and 


over will increase several times as 
fast as the total population and 
by 1980 will constitute two-fifths 
of the total population, as com- 
pared with a little over one-fifth 
in 1930. 


"Since there were fewer chil- 


dren under the age of 5 years in 
1930 than in 1920 and their num- 
ber is still number to enter the 
first grade during 1930-40 than 
during 1920-30," says Dr. Thomp- 
son. 


Schools Vitally Affected 


"By 1940 or 194f>, there will bo 


a smaller number for each grade 
up to senior high school, for most 
of the children who will be in 
these grades in 1940 are already 
born. 
The number of youths of 


senior high school, college, and 
university uge has not yet reach- 
ed a maximum, since the number 
of births was rising up to 1921." 


The increasing proportion 
of 


older people may demand consid- 
erable revision in our economic 
and 
social 
system, 
says 
Dr. 


Thompson. 
For 
example, 
the 


problem of old age pensions was 
one thing in 1930 with 5.4 per 
cent of the population 65 or old- 
er, but may be a different thing 
in 19(50. when the proportion ov- 
er 05 will be almost 
twice 
as 


largo. 


Moreover, employment policies 


practicable when only 
a 
little 


more than a sixth of the popula- 
tion was 45-6.}. as in 1930, may 
not be equally satisfactory when 
more than one-fourth of the pop- 
ulation is of this age. us will be 
the case between 1960 and 1970. 


As this group becomes larger, 


the practice of many industrial 
concerns in discarding 
men 
at 


the nge of 40 or 45 may work in- 
creasing hardship. 


Dependence Would Rise 


"The increase of the aged will 


certainly result in an increase of 
the dependent aged unless there 
is expansion of employment op- 
portunities for 
older 
persons," 


says Dr.: Thompson.- 


"Politically, an increased num- 


ber of older persons may.explain, 
in part, the growing demand for 
old age pensions and for political 
control of economic processes to 
insure greater security 
of 
the 


necessities of civilized life." 


Getting back to the declining 


birth rate. Dr. Thompson predicts 
i continuance of the decline, but 
at a somewhat slower rate. Many 
people find it hard 
to 
afford 


babies these clays, and the spread 
of birth control 
knowledge 
is 


playing an jmportant and an in- 
creasing part. 


ttirtli Control Spreads- 


"The practice of birth control 


has been most prevalent among 
the better paid classes 
in 
the 


cities, but there is evidence that 
working people are rapidly acquir- 
ing this practice and that the peo- 
ple who are going back to 
the 


country as the result of the de- 
pression are spreading birth con- 
trol knowledge in the 
country 


districts on an increasing scale," 
Dr. Thompson states. 


The birth rate in the country 


is much higher than in the cities, 
but both aro coming down. Be- 
tween 1920 and 192fl the num- 
ber of births per 1000 women In 
the cities dropped from 69 to f>9; 
in rural districts in the same pe- 
riod the decline was from 12S to 
103 births. 


The depression has driven men 


from the cities to the rural dis- 
tricts. 
For the first time in our 


history the cities have actually 
lost population while the 
rural 


districts gained. 
Chicago 
alone 


lost 117.000 between April. 1930, 
and January. 1934. 


Keverse Movement On 


11 ow long this reverse 
move- 


ment will continue will depend 
upon how quickly the cities can 
again offer jobs, or relief, to those 
who formerly worked there; also 
upon governmental policies affect- 
ing distribution of population. 


For example, a large develop- 


ment of subsistence homesteads 
and a number of projects similar 
to the TV A might effect 
large 


changes in location and distribu- 
tion of people: while the moving 
of industry out of congested areas 
is already showing some results, 
particularly in suburban dovelop- 
1 ment.
